LOS ANGELES (UPI) - Voters of 
California, where the seeds of national 
political trends often are sown, had their 
say today in electing a successor to 
retiring two-term Gov. Ronald Reagan. 
Those chose between Edmund Brown 
Jr., 36, the prototype of a new image in 
the 
resurgent 
but 
disarrayed 
Democratic Party, and progressive 
Republican Houston I. Flournoy, 45,the 
state controller since 1966. 
For Californians, the election will 
send a virtually new cast of faces to 
Sacramento. In the Assembly, there are 
20 “ open” districts and three in the 
Senate. 
Additionally, 
none 
of 
the 
constitutional officers except Attorney 
General Evelle J Younger is seeking re- 
election. 
There 
were

election, 
but 
Brown, 
the 
secretary of state and son of the former 
governor defeated by Reagan, forecast a 
turnout of only 65 per cent. California 
Democrats outnumbered Republicans 5-

Both parties launched massive get- 
out-the-vote drives, with Democrats 
concentrating on black and Spanish­ 
speaking precincts and Republicans 
stressing 
“ high 
loyalty”

Brown held a heavy lead in pre­ 
election public opinion polls throughout 
the campaign, although Flournoy shrunk 
the gap in the final days and confidently 
forecast that he would stage “ one of the 
greatest upsets in California history.”

capitalized on Watergate scandals and 
the dismal state of the economy and 
predicted a net gain of from four to eight

Brown, an introvert and former Jesuit 
seminary student, billed himself as a

Flournoy, whose political philosophy 
ciosely paralleled that of the late Earl 
Warren and former U.S. Sen.

Kissinger warns of global 


food disaster, offers plan 


ROME (UPI) - Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger warned today that 
the 
world 
food 
crisis 
raised 
the 
possibility 
of 
global 
disaster 
and 
proposed an international 25-year plan to 
“ free mankind from the scourge of 
hunger.” He said rich oil-producing 
nations should finance it 
Kissinger 
delivered 
the 
keynote 
address to more than 1,000 delegates 
from 100 nations at the world food 
conference— one of his own pet projects 
which he called to study how to stave off 
mass starvation m the world. 
Kissinger’s carefully worded proposal 
on food stockpiles said the conference 
should 
“ organize 
a 
reserves 
coordinating 
group 
to 
negotiate 
a 
detailed agreement on an international 
system 
of 
nationally 
held 
grain 
reserves.” 
Kissinger said this should include 
“ guidelines on the management of

national 
reserves, 
defining 
the 
conditions for adding to reserves and for 
releasing from them ” 
Kissinger’s wording stopped short of 
committing U.S. food reserves to any 
international control. 
Kissinger linked the food crisis to the 
population explosion and said the two 
problems should be solved together. 
“ World population is projected to 
double by the end of the century,” 
Kissinger said. “ It is clear that we must 
meet the food needs that this entails. 
But it is equally clear that population 


cannot continue to indefinitely double 
every generation 
“ We are convinced that the world 
faces a challenge new in its severity, its 
pervasiveness and its global dimensions. 
Our minimum objective of the next 
quarter century must be to more than 
double food production and to improve 
its quality.” 
Kissinger said the world "may have 
the technical capacity to free mankind 
from hunger.” 
He listed a five-point program which 
called for: • 


— Increasing food production of the 
developed nations. 
— Accelerating food production of the 
developing nations. 
— Improving 
distribution 
of 
food 
throughout the world 
— Improving the quality and nutrition 
of food. 
— Creating worldwide reserves 
against food crises. 
It was the last point which put him at 
odds with Butz. 
Kissinger, who conferred with the 
Shah of Iran about oil prices on his 
current Middle East tour, said the oil- 
producing countries “ have a special 
responsibility in this regard.' 
“ Many of them have income far m 
excess of that needed to balance their 
international payments or to finance 
their economic development,” Kiss­ 
inger said. 
Stage set for nationwide coal strike 


About half of the 35 resident families 
objected because, they said, the trees 
ruined the landscape.

Mayor Stevens reported yesterday 
that no decisions have been made on the 
issue: that will be done during the city 
council meeting tomorrow night.

In a 
letter to Mayor Stevens dated Nov. 1, he 
notes that a petition by 47 West Hickory 
residents request that they “ be granted 
the option to decline or accept the 
placement of trees in front of their 
property.” 
“ While there should be concern for 
individual rights,” Whalers continued, 
“ there likewise must be concern for 
collective rights and choice. Such an 
option as proposed could lead to a very 
haphazard development.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - United Mine 
Workers officials today walked out on 
what coal mine executives called the 
best contract offer “ in any major 
industry.” 
The 
union said

preparing counter-proposals to try to 
head off a nationwide strike next 
Tuesday. 
A union spokesman said, however, 
there was basically “ no change” in the 
UMW’s flat rejection of the mine 
operators’ offer.

that could shut down industries and 
cause widespread shortages of elec­ 
tricity. 
A Georgia Power Company official 
said in Atlanta the company might be 
forced to institute “ rotating blackouts" 
in parts of that state if there is a 
prolonged coal strike. 
Government and banking experts say 
a strike by the nation’s coal miners 
would severely curtail key industries 
and could put as many as 1 million 
persons out of work. 
“ Steel, railroads and electric utilities 
would be the first sectors to feel the

WASHINGTON (UPI) - U.S. District 
Judge John J. Sirica said today he 
clearly 
heard 
Watergate 
cover-up 
defendant H R. Haldeman mention the 
word “ Gemstone” in one of the Oval 
Office tapes recorded only six days after 
the original break-in. 
With the jury out of the courtroom, 
Sirica said he heard Haldeman mention 
the word on a tape recorded June 23, 
1972. The Watergate bugging arrests 
occurred June 17. 


“ Gemstone” was the code word for 
bugging operations at the Democratic 
National Committee Headquarters. 


Haldeman has contended he never 
heard the word until months later.

Manhattan Bank economists reported 
Monday. 
Albert Rees, head of President Ford’s 
Council on Wages and Stability, said a 
long strike could have “ a very serious 
impact.” 
The United Mine Workers union, 
representing 
120,000 
miners

produce 70 per cent of the nation’s coal, 
has threatened a national strike on Nov. 
12. 
A prolonged strike could add 600,000 to 
1 million workers to the jobless rolls, 
driving the unemployment rate, now at a 
three-year high of 6 per cent, to 7 per 
cent, according to the federal Office of 
Emergency Preparedness. 
The Chase Manhattan economists said 
the U.S. economy is “ particularly ill 
prepared to withstand a long strike.” 
The latest available survey of the 1,500 
manufacturing plants, excluding steel, 
that depend on coal for fuel showed only 
an average 30<lay supply, and some 
plants hold only enough “ for a week or 
two.” 


Frederick G. Jaicks, chairman of 
Inland Steel Co. and head of the 
American Iron and Steel Institute, said a 
coal strike could “ shut down the steel 
industry overnight.” 
Major steel producers have less than a 
20-day supply of coal on hand and some 
furnaces would be closed in the second 
week of a strike, according to industry 
estimates. 
The railroad industry depends on coal 
hauling for 10 per cent of its total 
revenue. A one-month strike would force 
disruptions for electric utilities that 
depend on coal, especially 
in the 
Southeast, where inventories are low. 
The impasse in coal negotiations 
drove prices lower on the New York 
Stock Exchange Monday. The Dow 
Jones industrial index of 30 blue chip 
stocks was off 8.05 points at the close of 
trading.

— Joe Girard, a suburban Detroit 
salesman who sells more new cars than 
anyone else, says car manufacturers are 


advising dealers “ to get ready for 
another $225 to $250 hike” in new car 
prices. Industry executives admit the 
average $400 increase on 1975 models is 
one reason why car sales are down 
significantly. 
— A pound of sugar at the supermarket 
cost about 18 cents last January and now 
sells for 52 cents or more, and the price 
could go even higher.

Static over cable tv rate hike 
aired at public session tomorrow

The static in Lompoc’s cable television rate hike issue 
may clear up somewhat tomorrow night. 
In.tbe first local public hearing on the matter, cable tv 
spokesmen will offer to pursue a new plan to sharpen local 
reception if the City Council blesses a citywide 55 per cent 
rate boost requested last March. 
Meanwhile, City Administrator Gene Wahlers will 
recommend the panel OK only a 46 per cent rate boost — the 
same percentage increase approved for local county areas 
last month — and withhold the rest until local reception gets 
sharper. 
And, after eight months of studies, talks and waiting, the 
rate issue will come into public discussion. It all begins at 
7:30 p.m at City Hall Auditorium, in the rear at 119 West 
Walnut Ave. The hearing is open to the public and a fair 
number of them is expected. 
The session will be cablecast over local cable tv, Channel 
Seven. 
The City Council must pass on all franchise rate increases 
and the city cable tv committee wants to require some 
upgrading of cable service in exchange for the rate boost. 
TelePrompTer Corp., the city’s cable franchise operator, 
which has been providing local service at a loss, recently 
rebuilt the local system hardware. But fading program 
signals remain a recurrent local problem, one apparently 
without a solution — until now. 
TelePrompTer tomorrow will offer to purchase snappier 


signals of six Los Angeles stations from Microwave 
Transmission Corp., a kind of tv signal wholesaler, if the 
council allows the full boost in requested monthly rates — 
from $4 50 to $6.95 for residences 
Wahlers has recommended that the residential rates be 
boosted only to $6.60 monthly and that 10 per cent rate 
discounts be allowed if bills are paid three months in 
advance. TelePrompTer has requested that the 10 per cent 
break be given only for bills paid six months ahead The 
discount presently extends to anyone who pays his bill by the 
10th of the month 
The practical effect of the six month requirement, 
Wahlers believes, will be that almost no one will take 
advantage of the discount The longer period, he adds, will 
also discriminate against those least able to pay. 
The city administrator has not recommended changes in 
the cable firm ’s proposed apartment and mobile home 
secondary rate hookup increases (from $1 to $4) or in the 
hikes requested for hotel, motel and business secondary 
hookups (from $1 to $1.50). 
The new signal plan would work this way . 
TelePrompTer already beams LA tv signals to Lompoc 
over its own microwave (high frequency) relay chain, but 
the weak link in it is a 110-mile stretch between relay 
stations atop Mt. Wilson, near Los Angeles, and Broadcast 
(TV) Peak, near Santa Barbara. This distance is well 
beyond the distortion-free range of such signals (about 60 
miles) and this causes fuzzy fadeouts on Lompoc television 
screens.

True the Rams went into the game as 14-point favorites, 
which in retrospect was an outrageous overlay, even against 
a San Francisco team that had lost five in a row and was 
having quarterback problem s 


But Jam es Harris, now the No. 1 quarterback with the 
trade of John Hadl, proved good enough for the second week 
in a row. doing exactly as his coach dictated while guiding 
the Ram s to their fourth straight victory. 
It also was Los A ngeles's ninth in a row over San 
Francisco and it snapped a Monday night jinx that had seen 
the home team win or tie for 21 consecutive weeks going 
back through the 1973 season 


“ It was as fine a team effort as I have seen ,” said Chuck 
Knox in admiration of his Rams, who now lead the NFC 
West by three gam es with six to go. “ We made all the big 
plays when we needed them the m ost.” 


Linebacker Isiah Robertson made perhaps the biggest one 
of all when he spoiled Norm Snead's San Francisco debut by 
picking off a pass with m inutes left to play. 


The Los Angeles offense, starting on the San Francisco 49. 
did a fine job of eating up the clock the rest of the way and 
was on the verge of another score when tim e finally ran out.

The 49ers, trailing by only two points, recovered a fumble 
by Larry McCutcheon on their own 42 with a little more than 
four minutes remaining All they needed to do was m ove the 
ball 30 yards for a winning field goal try but on the first play 
from scrim m age, a running play, the 49ers were caught 
holding. 
With the ball back on the 32, Snead, who had taken over for 
rookie Tom Owen at the start of the second half, was forced 
to pass, and the Los Angeles defense was set for him They 
put on a big rush as Robertson faded back with wide 
receiver Gene Washington. 
Forced out of the pocket, Snead hurried his throw and 
Robertson grabbed it in front of Washington The 49ers 
never again got their hands on the ball. 
“ I saw Gene between the linebacker (Robertson) and the 
defensive back,” Snead said of his interception “ I tried to 
lob the ball over them but I got hit and knocked off balance 
I knew I threw a dying quail the mom ent I let it go.” 
Still, had it not been for Snead, picked up a little more 
than a week ago from the New York Giants, the 49ers

NEW YORK — (NEA) — As much as we’ll miss them, I 
think they’ll miss us a hell of a lot, too. 
Never over one summer have so many marvelous 
basketball players opted to store their jock straps and grimy 
socks in moth balls for posterity. Oscar Robertson, Jerry 
West, Dave DeBusschere, Willis Reed, Wilt Chamberlain and 
Jerry Lucas have retired 
For them, the cheers that echoed through arenas across the 
nation will grow fainter. And 1 am reminded of this loss to the 
players themselves because of something Jerry West said 
after his last college game at West Virginia: 
“ When I left the game the fans gave me a standing ovation. 
It's a cliche to say it was a thrill, but what can you say? How 
many people are applauded in all their lives? It’s a feeling 
that’s very difficult to describe.” 
They have been with us for quite a long time, and we with 
them. Wilt played 14 seasons in the NBA, as did Oscar and 
West. Lucas, Reed and DeBusschere played a few years less. 
All simply grew older, and the mechanisms that made up 
their magnificent bodies began to deteriorate and fray. None

Existing Baja resorts are 
being readied for the coming 
winter tourist rush, and prices 
are going to skyrocket in view 
of the expected demand. 
Local fishing 
As we return to the Central 
Coast we find that fishing is on 
the slow side, although some 
salmon are beginning to show 
up. One 20-pound king was 
taken near the Red Light, and 
several at the Seven-Mile Reef. 
The albacore are now too far 
away, 
and 
San 
Luis 
Sportfishing has closed down 
for the season, with re-opening 
set for February. However, 
there will be a rock fishing boat 
going out whenever eight or 
more 
reservations 
are 
received. 
Bottom fishing is often very 
good about this time of year, 
provided 
the 
weather 
cooperates. There are worse 
ways to spend a day fishing. A 
few halibut and bonita have 
been caught by the small boat 
operators out of Port San Luis. 
Rescue 
A Morro Bay commercial 
fisherman, William Thorpe, is 
alive today thanks to a rescue 
by the 
“ The 
Alaska,” 
a 
Department of Fish and Game 
research 
vessel. 
Thorpe 
washed overboard near San 
Simeon, unbeknownst to the 
boat’s only other fisherman. 
Thorpe kept afloat for two 
hours in the 61-degree water, 
until he was spotted by a 
lookout on the “ The Alaska’’ 
just before nightfall. 
Ship Reef 
The DFG is investigating the 
possibility of sinking a liberty 
ship for an artificial reef. The 
cost estimate for such a project 
ranges up to $55,000, depending 
upon the salvage value of 
materials removed from the 
ship prior to sinking. 
Such a reef would serve as a 
pilot project, to be evaluated 
with an eye to using the project 
on a larger scale. 
Trout Plants 
Atascadero Lake and Laguna 
Lake are the only waters 
scheduled to be planted during 
November by the DFG.

was what he once was; each could have continued on a bit 
further, however, but circumstances ranging from self-pride 
to owners’ reluctance to keep dishing out huge salaries for 
lesser performances determined the final results. 
The records they set, particularly Wilt, Oscar and West, 
are awesome. And it is difficult to think of an upcoming 
basketball season in which there is no Wilt blocking a shot 
like King Kong swatting an airplane, no Oscar squirting a 
pass through a windmill of opponents to a cutting teammate, 
no West hitting that silky stop-on-a-dime, fadeaway jumper to 
break a tie at the buzzer. 
And no Lucas with that funny 30-foot hip shot, no Reed 
setting stolid Buddha like picks, no DeBusschere grimacing 
as he strains every fiber for a drive. 
Like all great athletes, however, they were possessors of 
frailties, too. Wilt and Oscar stomped and cried when 
everything did not go right for them And Lucas seemed never 
to reach his great potential, always seeming to disappear for 
long minutes at a time in a game, and sometimes for a whole 
half a season or so And DeBusschere and Reed and West, 
rarely the center of personality conflicts like the other three, 
had their share of physical problems over the years. 
We will miss each for helping us enjoy spectator sports at 
its finest, and, by playing so well for so long, giving us a 
welcome touchstone while much of the rest of the world went 
haywire around us. 
Applause was not all we were able to extend these fine 
athletes. 
We provided a forum for their talents, a place where they 
could be loved and appreciated at best (but where we also 
booed them and grew impatient at their lapses, thus 
establishing a realistic balance.) 
The incredible sums of money, reaching to as much as $1 
million in a season for Wilt, allowed these men to reap the 
benefits of the box office and live in a style heretofore 
reserved for sceptered emperors. (Wilt, for example, had a 
blanket made from wolf noses.) 
And though we may too often have expected too much from 
these “ supermen,” thus creating at times a neurotic 
defensiveness within them (particularly with Wilt and 
Oscar), we still cheered and clapped with exciting 
wonderment at their achievements and they understandably 
grew filled with their own self-esteem. Not a bad thing, at all 
And where else could someone like 7-2 Wilt or 6-11 Reed 
have found a less self-conscious home for his bulk than in pro 
basketball? 
Each can go on to challenging work in or out of basketball 
because of the reputations they have earned and the fame we 
have heaped upon them. 
On the last night of the regular season last March 26, Dave 
DeBusschere was honored at Madison Square Garden. He had 
already announced that he was retiring to take a $100,000 a 
year job for 10 years as general manager of the New York 
Nets. 
Near the end of his speech just before the game, his throat 
got thick and tears came to his eyes. “ When the final buzzer 
sounds after the playoffs ...” The crowd broke in with chants 
and howls as they had from the moment he began to talk. 
And he waited, wiped a tear, and continued when the crowd 
subsided. "When it’s over,’’ he finished, “ it’s going to tear me 
up a little inside.”

posthumously ended a half- 
century of silence about his 
controversial catch in the third 
game of the 1925 World Series. 
The Baseball Hall of Fame 
has released the Rice’s own 
account of the catch, kept in a 
sealed envelope for the last 
nine years. 
Rice, the Washington Sena­ 
tors’ 
Hall 
of 
Fame 
right 
fielder, caught a drive by the 
Pittsburgh Pirates’ catcher, 
Earl Smith, and stumbled into 
the low bleacher seats among 
the cheering home fans at the 
Senators' Griffith Stadium 


Regaining his feet, he dis­ 
played the ball triumphantly as 
umpire Cy Rigler called the 
batter out. 
The Pirates protested that 
Rice had dropped the ball when 
he fell and that a fan stuck it 
back in his glove. 
Umpire Rigler, if he is still 
alive, can breathe a sigh of 
relief. Rice claimed in the 
sealed letter that he never lost 
possession of the ball. 
Rice penned his report of the 


incident in 1965, sealed it and 
entrusted the document to Paul 
S. 
Kerr, president of the 
National 
Baseball 
Hall 
of 
Fame and Museum 
Following Rice's death at 84 
in October, Kerr opened the 
enveloped before witnesses It 
was made public Monday night. 


The letter read 
“ It was a cold and windy day 
the right field bleachers were 
crowded with people in over­ 
coats and wrapped in blankets, 
the ball was a line drive headed 
for the bleachers towards right 
center, I turned slightly to my 
right and had the ball in view 
all the way, going at top speed 
and 
about 
15 
feet 
from 
bleachers (sic) jumped as high 
as I could and back handed and 
the ball hit the center of pocket 
in glove (I had a death grip on 
it). I hit the ground about five 
feet from a barrier about four 
feet high in front of bleachers 
with all my brakes on but 
couldn't stop so I tried to jump 
it to land in the crowd but my 
feet hit the barrier about a foot 
from top and I toppled over on 
my stomach into first row of 


bleachers, I hit my adams 
apple on something which sort 
of knocked me out for a few 
seconds but McNeeley arrived 
about that time and grabbed 
me by the shirt and pulled me 
out, I remember trotting back 
towards the infield still carry­ 
ing the ball for about halfway 
and then tossed it towards the 
pitchers mound (How I have 
wished many times I had kept 
it.) At no time did I lose 
possession of the ball.” 
Rice never said during his 
lifetime whether he had caught 
the

C alifo rn ia, 
can 
become the corner 
stone of a revitalized GOP 


As for burying the new politics, two 
figures have emerged in this exceptional 
year to belie that cozy assumption 
Ramsey Clark, whose campaign for the 
Senate in New Yoik has taken an 
astonishing 
hold, 
is 
the 
most 
conspicuous That he could defeat Sen 
Jacob Javits running for reelection to a 
third term seemed wildly improbable at 
the outset 
Whatever the outcome next Tuesday. 
Clark has thrown Javits into a tailspin 
With his aggressive tactics, he has cast 
himself in the role of the angry man 
striking out at all the evils of the old 
politics For Javits, who on the whole 
has been an enlightened Senator, the 
contrast is painful 
Anyone who thinks Clark will subside 
with defeat into obscurity had better 
think 
again 
Having made himself 
known in a statewide campaign with 
only four years residence in New York, 
he 
is 
already considering 
running 
against Sen James Buckley who is up in

sheriff departments and write stories 
about crime and accidents. 
Of course, what Neu relates is 
basically correct, but I wonder how 
much 
more 
entertaining 
and 
enlightening the tours would be if he told 
about 
newspaper 
work 
as 
it 
is 
experienced rather than how it is 
defined. 
He could recite about Scott the sports 
editor, ’ This guy with the scowlful look 
on his face can t please his readers. 
People from Cabrillo High School 
complain that he writes more about 
Lompoc High School teams and people 
from Lompoc High School complain that 
he writes more stones about Cabrillo 
teams So please don’t get too close. 
He’s unbalanced, as they say.” 
I mean everybody knows what a 
sports editor does. But what is it like to 
be a sports editor, or a pressman? 
When Neu walks the children back to 
the pressroom, he could point to Victor 
Martinez, the pressman, and declare. 


"This man with the scowlful look on his 
face goes through life unappreciated by 
readers No matter how flawless, how 
clean 
and 
unmarked 
he 
prints a 
newspaper, he knows the readers won’t 
notice They do notice a messy printing 
job though 
Such is the fate of a 
conscientious printer " 
See my point? Neu, with this tour 
approach, could really convey what the 
newspaper business is about. 
Now I know that the girl who takes 
classified ads gets weird requests for 
ads; some she has had to decline She 
talks to all kinds of people and Neu could 
recall a couple of her episodes during 
the tour 
Then there is the ad department I 
have come back to the office during 
evening hours and found the ad people 
pastmg-up ads when everyone else in the 
world is home eating dinner or watching 
tv. Why is this and what do they talk 
about when they are alone like that? 
And the backshop has something to 
say about late-breaking news that would 
interest people. It often kills their 
timely schedule of getting the pages 
made up for that day's edition 
Tim 
Conner, 
our 
backshop 
superintendent, can live without late- 
breaking news. 
And there is the great debate around 
here about who’s fault it is when a 
picture comes out in the paper so gray 
that everybody looks like they are 
suffering from a terminal malady; Dan 
Duffy the photographer because he 
souped 
the 
print too 
short? Jim 
Northrop, the mechanical darkroom 
man, because of how he shot the plate0 
Or, Martinez because he failed to put 
enough ink in the press9 
(Nobody is willing to accept the 
blame.) 
The great debate gets me to thinking 
that probably this whole tour approach 
is better forgotten. Maybe people want a 
simple and harmonious picture of the 
newspaper 
business. 
Maybe 
the 
publisher, 
too, 
wants 
that 
image 
projected, for whatever reason. 
And maybe everybody doesn’t know 
what a sports editor does

Hypocrisy 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - The civil 
rights struggle has come a long way in 
the 
last 
two 
decades 
— 
from 
Birmingham to Boston 
But if the 
specter of northern whites violating the 
civil 
rights of northern blacks is 
shocking, it’s not because it’s new 
Many areas of the Deep North have a 
longer and more varied history of 
intolerance 
than 
the 
Deep 
South 
Prejudice 
and 
instransigence 
have 
existed in New England, for example, 
since the days of Cotton Mather. 
Boston's busing dis­ 
pute is by no means 
the best example of 
some Deep North at- 
titudes 
toward 
brotherhood 
Currently, it may be 
the election campaign 
in New Hampshire. 
Residents there are 
apparently ready to 
re-elect as governor, a 
man 
many feel is the most bigoted and 
intolerant public official in America 
Writes 
a 
worried 
Concord 
voter; 
“ Meldrim Thomson is Lester Maddox. 
George Wallace and Richard Nixon 
rolled into one puffy ball But having 
lived in New Hampshire five years, I 
think we re getting what we deserve.” 
What New Hampshire is getting in 
Meldrim Thomson is mostly distasteful 
controversy Georgia-born, a Wallace 
disciple, and one-time political husband 
of the right-wing American Party, 
Thomson, in his first term as state chief 
executive, has seldom been noted for 
anything except official mischief A few 
weeks after taking office, for example, 
he ordered an investigation into the tax 
files of his political enemies and when 
the New Hampshire Supreme Court 
ruled it illegal, the governor said merely 
that he was entitled to interpret the 
Constitution as he saw it “ and not as 
it's understood by others.” 
Since then, amazingly, he has; 
Threatened 
to 
go 
to 
war 
with 
neighboring states over borders and 
other disputes; arrogantly vetoed 23 
bills during his first observation of a 
legislative session; banished a military 


recruiter from the state for dating the 
divorced daughter of a friend; refused to 
allow 
authorities 
to 
remove 
five 
battered children from a foster home 
because of his view that foster parents 
are all “ patriotic” ; banned and thus 
bankrupted a state literary magazine 
for 
printing 
a 
poem 
he 
felt 
pornographic; repeatedly referred to 
homosexuals as perverts from which the 
public needs protection, and ran his 
office, according to one former aide, 
“ like he is God and we should all say our 
prayers.” 
True to his style, which is muscular, 
Thomson has never apologized for a 
wrong, nor even acknowledged an error. 
He says he acts, as George Wallace, for 
“ the good of the little guys.” He thus 
convinces some gullible Americans, 
easily the biggest buys on earth in terms 
of privilege and fortune, that his hand 
has been touched by propriety. Ageless 
propriety, to be sure. “ My beliefs,” says 
Thomson with conviction, “ are rooted in 
the values of the 17th century . ” 
So, it would seem, are the beliefs of 
many of his constituents While it is true 
that Thomson's campaign lead is in part 
the result of having a hapless, unknown 
Democratic opponent, the first reason 
for his popularity is philosophic. He says 
what the majority wants to hear — that 
America is faultless, that anything 
different is suspicious and that status 
quo is safety Though New Hampshire 
residents are famed for common sense, 
many fail to admit that when Thomson 
speaks of the American way, he means 
it according to his terms 
And thus it is that this 61-year-old 
mossback appears destined for another 
term in the New Hampshire statehouse 
But if that is unfortunate in some ways, 
there may be benefits as.well. Perhaps a 
Thomson in the Deep North serves to 
remind 
the accepted wisdom 
that 
intolerance 
is 
not 
regional, 
but 
widespread, 
and 
narrow 
orthodoxy 
exists everywhere. Admitting this, all of 
us, even newsmen, realize that to the 
extent it has been singled out, the 
southern view of morality has been 
unfairly presented It is hypocrisy to 
label in the North eccentricity what in 
the South is called evil 


1976 A member of the Conservative 
party who votes with the Republicans in 
the Senate. Buckley could be far more 
vulnerable than Javits 
The other conspicuous exponent of the 
new politics is Gary Hart in Colorado 
He is proving that ecology is a vital 
issue, as Denver suffers under perhaps 
the heaviest smog blanket in 
the 
country Hart is more fortunate than 
Clark in that he is running against Peter 
Dominick, also seeking a third term, 
who is the very flower of do-nothing 
conservatism. 
Dominick is directing his fire at Hart 
for having been George McGovern's 
campaign manager in the disaster of 
1972 But by hammering at the issues, 
and above all on air and water pollution. 
Hart took an early, substantial lead. 
Whether Dominick can overcome it by a 
last-minute television blitz is doubtful, 
in the opinion of those following one of 
the most closely watched races in the 
country 
If the predicted Democratic sweep 
materializes in California, the theory is 
that Ronald Reagan, as inheritor of the 
rum, will take over and carry the 
conservative torch across the nation He 
will have no reason to mourn the loss of 
an able, attractive moderate. Houston 
Flournoy, swept under by the tide of 
inflation, Watergate and Republican 
defection 
The loss will be that of Californians 
since the Democrat. Edmund G. Brown 
J r . 
son 
of 
the 
two-term former 
governor, is regarded as something less 
than a genius 
That the Republicans can build anew 
on the Goldwater-Reagan axis can 
hardly at this stage be taken seriously. 
The Senator from Arizona, who is an 
institution in his home state, went down 
to resounding defeat in 1964 That he or a 
counter part, say Reagan, would do any 
better in the present atmosphere is 
highly doubtful 
The 
effort 
of 
conservative 
Republicans in the Senate, notably Jesse 
Helms of North Carolina, to prevent the 
confirmation of Nelson Rockefeller as 
Vice President is evidence of the 
bankruptcy 
of conservative 
policy. 
Should they succeed, with substantial 
help from members of the House at the 
opposite end of the political spectrum, 
they would have dealt a blow not only to 
Rockefeller but to President Ford 
It would be an advertisement of the 
deep division within the party, a division 
that can only be widened by the 
expected outcome of Tuesday’s election 
The 
Republicans 
have 
had 
the 
satisfaction 
since 
the 
McGovern 
catastrophe of looking at the continuing 
conflict 
in 
the 
Democratic 
party 
between the new and the old. That 
conflict will persist, with Clark, Hart 
and others determined to resist any fall­ 
back to the brokered politics of the past. 
But that should be cold comfort for the 
GOP against the likelihood of growing 
discontent with things as they are. The 
conservative call for restoration of the 
old order of budget balancing and an end 
to deficit spending will hardly be 
enough.

County Clerk Howard Menzel has 
opened up a whole new realm of 
possibility with the fortuitous purchase 
of about 200 disposable cardboard voting 
booths, 33 of which will be used today in 
Lompoc Valley. Menzel bought the lot 
for about $2.40 each from a city in 
Orange County that had a surplus, and 
the rest has been all pleasant. 


It 
was 
Menzel’s 
view that the county 
could find out how the 
cardboard 
arrangements worked 
before a commitment 
on builk purchases. 
Before the echo of this 
remark had died, it 
was reported 
that 
mothers were begin­ 
ning to 


form a line to claim the unique 
cardboard “ things” after the election. 
After all 
Menzel 
said 
they were 
disposable, meaning I guess that it was 
cheaper to dispose of the booths after an 
election and acquire new ones each time 
than it was to store them and hassle 
over maintaining them. 


Mothers wanted them for their kids to 
play “ election” or “ village store” or 
whatever it is that kids think of, 
lemonade sales, perhaps, or border 
patrol station. 


Any way the clamor had risen to a fine 
pitch when Dep. 
County Clerk Ann 
Sweet announced somewhat gingerly 
that she would give the 33 disposable 
booths assigned to this area to the PTA. 
That sounds like a clever way to get 
around any territorial prerogatives so to 
speak. One of the booths will be assigned 
to each of the area’s 33 precincts. 


The booths stand about eight feet high, 
have a shelf on which to lay the ballot 
and a “ bar” overhead that Mrs. Sweet 
says is supposed to hold a paper curtain, 
but which she says is impractical. So 
voters will have to hunch their shoulders 
over their ballots to preserve privacy. 


Menzel’s innovation if I can call it that 
also opens up a whole new world in the 
realm of subrosa communication or 
graffiti. How about the voter who 
pauses, his train of thought in midflight 
between two engaging candidates and 
then as, perhaps an aid to resolving the 
question, scribbles a few words on the 
wall of the disposable booth. Can’t you 
see a booth in today’s election being 
used, say next year, and a new voter 
seeing something like “ Brown and 


Flournoy are both finks,” or “ 1984 is on 
its way,” or, you name it, it’ll probably 
be 
there, 
indelibly 
enscribed 
for 
posterity.
